The Commercial Depression 
Continues. 


Banks and Business Firms Going to 
the Wall. 


The Schaffner Failure Bears Fruit 
in the Windy City. 


Rans on Many Banks in Chicago—De- 
mands Promptly Met and Con- 
fidence Being Rapidly 
Restored, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cartaco, June 5.—j By the Associated 
Press.] The failure of Hermann Schaff- 
ner & Co.’s bank, which occurred last 
week, bore fruit today in well-defined 
runs, which were precipitated on ai- 
most every one of the savings banks of 
Chicago. The first to feel the effect of 
the excitement was the Bank of Com- 
merce, where a great many Jewish citi- 
zens of the poorer class keep their ac- 
couots. The Schaffner failure had 
alarmed them, an@ they bore down on 
the Bank of Commerce at the opening 
hour. Tellers were doubled up and 
paid chécks as fast as presented 
throughout the day. .The officials of 
the bank expressed no alarm whatever, 
and said they were able to meet any de- 
mands. The Illinois Trust and Savings 
Bank, which has a larger line of this 
class of deposits than any other.bank in 
the city, amounting at times to over 
$12,000,000, put on an extra force of 
tellers and paid every one as rapidly as 
possible. At38 o’clock this afternoon 
a notice was posted on the front door 
that the bank would remain open until 
10 o’clock every night, as long asthe 
present excitement continues. 

The Hibernian Bank, which, as the 
name implies, was the depository for a 
large number of Irish-Americans of 
small means, was crowded all day, but 
found no difficulty in meeting all de- 
mands. The Dime Savings Bank took 
advantage of the rule requiring sixty 
days’ notice of withdrawal, and paid 
only a percentage of deposits today. 
The Globe Savings Bank applied the 
thirty - day rule. The Milwaukee- 
avenue Savings Bank sustained a mcd- 
erate run throughout the day, and they, 
too, keptopen house until 9 o’clock 
tonight. Equally spirited checking 


was noted npon the deposits im the” 


State National and Prairie State Sav- 
ings, as wellas upon the Union Trust 
Company and Avenue Savings Bank, 
but in no case was any alarm felt by 
well-informed people. In fact, at 
many of these institutions, large depos- 
itors came in during the afternoon and 
made. heavy deposits. 

Today's situation was greatly aggra- 
vated by a number of Board of Trade 
brokers, who, for reasons of their own, 
devoted themselves to the circulation 
of sensational rumors in which they in- 
volved, at one time or another, nearly 
every bank in the city and a large num- 
ber of leading stockyards operators. 
Notwithstanding these malicious efforts 
no fear is felt as to the safety of any of 
the leading banking institutions of this 
city. The failure of Meadowcraft 
Bros., a minor institution with total 
deposits of perhaps, 8200,000, aroused 
little or no interest. 

At midnight the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank is still paying off and the 
crowd of depositors anxious to draw 
money is still as large as ever. The. 
bank officials are rather pleased than 
otherwise to pay out money, as it 
means a big saving to the institution 
in interest. So far this saving is about 
$35,000. At this hour it was an- 
nounced the bank would not close as 
long as a single depositor cares to draw 
out a dollar. 

The paying of money is being con- 
tinued at seven windows. President 
Mitchell said: ‘‘We will stay right 
here for three months and not close our 
doors night or day if such proceedings 
should become necessary. We are 
good for any run, no matter how long 
it keeps up.’’ 

At T:30a.m. the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank is still open, the force of 
paving tellers at seven windows having 
been relieved by fresh men.” Enough 
people are still waiting for money to 
keep the bank open two hours more. 
President Mitchell said there was 
plenty on money on hand and plenty of: 
men to pay it out. | 


ANOTHER BANK GOES. | 


Meadowcraft Bros, One of the Oldest 
Firms in Chicago. 

Cuicaco, June 5.—| By the Associated 
Press.| Meadowcraft Bros., private 
bankers and dealers in commercial pa- 
per, doing a business similar to that of 
Herman Schaffner, who failed Satur- 
day, made an assignment today. It is 
one of the oldest private banking firms 
inthe city. The assets and liabilities 
are not yet known.. | 

On application in court a receiver 

as appointed for the bank on petition 
ofa member ofthe firm. The bill gives 
as the cause of the failure inability to 
reorganize the bank after the death of 
one of the brothers last February. ‘The 
bank was established in 1860 by the 
father of the members of the present 
firm. 

The attorney for the bank places the 
debts at $250,000, assets at $470,000. 
The latter consist chiefly of commercial 
paper which is not readily convertible 
into cash.

Wasurnoton, June 5.—|[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The President said this 
evening, inreply to a direct question 
by a representative of the Associated 
Press, thathe intended tocall an extra 
session of Congress not earlier than the 
ist nor later than the 15th of Sep- 
tember, unless unexpected” contin- 
gencies should necessitate an earlier 
meeting. The President further said: 
‘‘While there has been no mystery nor 
secrecy regarding my intentions in this 
matter, I think it not amiss that our 
people should be informed authgr- 
itatively that the time is at hand when 
their representatives in Congress will 
be called upon to deal with the financial 
condition which isthe only menace to 
the country’s welfare and prosperity. 
It is well for the people to take up this 
subject’ for themselves and arrive at 
their own Conclusions asto the merits 
of a financial policy which obliges us to 
purchase idle silver bullion. with geld 
taken from our reserve. »One does not 
need the eye of a financier to see 
that this gold thus subtracted 
from the Government's stock is 
eagerly seized by other nations for the 
purpose of strengthening their credit 
at ourexpense. It does not need the 
urt of statesmanship to detect the 
danger that awaits us apon continuance 
of this operation. Already timidity of 
capital is painfully apparent and none 


of us can fail to _ see that 
fear and apprehension in mone- 
tary circles will ultimately bring 


suffering to every humble home in our 
land. I think’ between now and the 
theeting of Congress much depends 
upon the action of those engaged in 
financial operations and _ business 
enterprises. Our vast national re- 
sources and credit are abun- 
dantly sufficient to justify them 
in the utmost faith and confidence if, 
instead of being frightened they are 
conservative, instead of gloomily an- 
ticipating immediate disaster they will 
perform a patriotic duty and at the 
same time protect their own interests. 
The things just now needed are cool- 
ness and calmness in financial circles, 
and study and reflection among our 
people.” 

JOHN. C. NEW’S OPINION. 
Purchasing Silver’ Bullion With Gold the 
Cause of Our Ills. 

June 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} John C. New, late Con- 
sul to London, speaking of the financial 
situation, said today: ‘‘I have no idea 
of the policy of the administration, 
but it ought to occur to anybody that 
the gold stringency is due to the policy 
of purchasing silver bullion and paying 
gold for it, and issuing silver certifi- 
cates in large amounts to make pay- 
ment direct of gold for silver. 
The inevitable result of such a 
policy, if pursued, must be the 
placing of the United States on 
asilver basis. In Great Britianthere is 
considerable interest in financial circles 
and fiuctuations in the prices of all 
kinds of securities. This is due to over- 
production, participation in different 


kinds of promotive schemes and other. 


local causes and also to bank failures in 
Australia which, as everybody knows, 
directly affect the financial situation in 
Great Britian.”’ 


Will Use the Reserve. 

June 5.—One million 
dollars in gold has been withdrawn 
from the sub-treasury at New, York for 
export tomorrow. This leaves net gold 
in the treasury, $89,334.520. 

A gentleman who isin a position to 
know something about the financial 
policy of the administration said to a 
reporter today that he understood Car- 
lisle would go on using the gold reserve 
until it is much further reduced, and 
rely upon Congress in the extra session 
to relieve the situation. 

For the first time in several months 
the Chicago sub-treasury was drawn on 
to assist the depleted gold reserve in 
the East. Today $1,000,000 of gold 
was shipped by express. There is still 
7,000,000 of gold here, and the 
amount is continually being increased 
by the Chicago banks depositing gold 
for currency.

THE BORDEN CASE. 


The Accused Parricide Refore the RBar of 
Justice. 

New Beprorp (Mass.,) June 5.—[By 
trial of 
Lizzie Borden of Fall River, charged 
with murdering her father, Andrew 
Jackson Borden, and her stepmother, 
Abby Durfee Borden, an aged, wealthy 
and highly respected couple, on the 
morning of August 4, 1892, began this 
morning. The most eminent criminal 
lawyers of the State are employed, and 
the trial promises to be most interest- 
ing and probably sensational. The evi- 
dence is purely circumstantial. 

On the day in question, so far as 
known, the only person in the house of 
the old couple was Lizzie. Her maid 
servant, Bridget Sullivan, was outsidé 
most of the morning washing windows. 

Mr. Borden was out in the morning, 
returning between 10 and 11 o'clock, 
and it was only a short time afterward 
that Lizzie, after a short visit to the 


doctor, as her father had been mur- 
dered. Shortly afterward Mrs. Borden 
was missed, and a search revealed her 
body in an upper room, she having evi- 
dently been killed some time before her 
husband. In both cases death resulted 
from blows from some heavy, sharp in- 
strument, probably an ax, but the in- 
strument of death has never been dis- 
covered. Certain discrepancies in Liz- 
zie’s stories and some other suspicious 
circumstances ledto her arrest, some 
weeks after the murder. and her subse- 
quent indictment. 


HIGH-PRICED HERETIC. 


The Briggs Trial Came High but We Ha ad 

to Have It- ' 
. Wasurneton, Juné 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] It is generally agreed 
among Presbyterians p rominently con- 
nected withthe Briggs case that the 
expenses incurred during the entire 
progress of the case from its initiatory 
stage untikthe General Assembly dis- 
posed of it last week amounted to a 
very large sum, but it is almost impos- 
sible to make anestimate of the total 
amoont with accuracy. Some light was 
thrown upon this subject, however, by 
Dr. Bartlett, who was chairman of the 
local committee .on arrangements for 
the General Assembly. Dr. Bartlett 
says the board bills alone of two hundred 
commissioners to the assembiy, the 
number the lecal committee promised 
to provide for, amcunted to $900 per 
day, and therefore the two days’ trial 
of Dr. Briggs in this city cost the local 
committee $1800. There were more 
than eight hundred delegates to the as- 
sembly, and, while the trial consumed, 
properly speaking. only two davs, the 
case really extended over more than 


double that period, so 313,000 is 
nearer the mark than $1800. This in 
itself is alow estimate. Dr. Bartlett 


is of the opinion that the estimate 
made by some of the commissioners 
that the Briggs case from beginning to 
end cost the General Assembly about 
$50,000, is nearly correct. 

Col. McCook, of the Prosecuting Com- 
mittee, spent out of his own pocket, ac- 
cording to Dr. Bartiett’s opinion, at 
least $20,000.

The Chinese Still. Evading | 
the Law. 


The Treasury Department Waking 
Up to a Well-known ‘Fact. 


The Collector at Boston Receives 
Important Instructions, 


The Time-worn Trick of Representing 
Themselves as Keturning Merchants 
Will Be Nipped in 
the Bad.

Wasurnoton, June 5.—[By the Assos 
ciated Press.| The Treasury Depart- 
ment forsome time has believed that 
the Chinese were using affidavits of 
authentication for illegitimate pur- 
poses. Some taken out here were sent 
abroad and sold to Chinamen; in other 
cases Chinamen would dispose of them 
after reaching China, and ig 
both cases the law was violated, 
Under the law Chinese merchants who 
desire to leave this country to visit 
China had heretofore been furnished 
with papers, which, when indorsed by 
the United States Consul at the port of 
debarkation, entitles them to reénter 
the United States. Acting Secretary 
Hamlin thinks the abuse should be 
stopped and has addressed the col- 
lector at Boston the following letter on 
the subject: 

‘Under date of April 19 last, the 
United States Consul at Hong Ko 
transmitted to» the Department ‘of 
State afiidavits to hith fos 
authentication, and which appeared 
to have been °issued at your 
port September 5, 1892, and 
February 4, 1892, over the sige 
nature of Deputy Collector J. L. 
Swift, to Yee Sing and Yee Mot Yip, 
respectively, alleged to be Chinese per- 
sons residing in Boston, who left the 
United States with the intention 
of returning thereto. The Cone 
sul declined to indorse said docu- 
ments, for the reason that i¢ 
wasevident that the persons present- 
ing the same had never been in the 
United States, as was shown by their 
inability to answer any questions re- 
lating tothe country, notwithstanding 
the fact that the affidavits stated 
they resided here a number. of 
years. It is evident that the 
persons presenting the  aftidavits 
are not thdse to whom they 
were issued at Boston. In view of the 


‘misuse of papers thus prepared in the 


United States, the department is of the 
opinion that it is not advisable for col 
lectors of customs or their deputies to 
certify the same, and you are requested 
to give the necessary instructions te 
discontinue such practice at your port.” 

The State Department will probably 
not interfere in the case of the steam- 
ship Danube at Portland, Or., where 
the captain appealed to the British le 
gation for*relief from an order of court 
which required himto bring 250 Chile 
nese passengers before the court te 
answer habeas corpus proceedings, 
The captain was willirg that the 
Chinese should answer, but feared toe 
assume the heavy responsibility of pre- 
venting the escape of the Chinamem 
when onceashore. Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, the British Ambassador, was at 
the State Department today, probably 


to present the case to Secretary 
Gresham. It is believed at the de 
partment that there will be no 


difficuity in complying technically with 
the order of the court while avoiding 
the possibility of the Chinese escaping. 
This could be done if the United States 
Marshal served his writs on board -the 
vessel and left a deputy abourd in 
charge of the Chinese until the court 
passed on the cases. 


TO INVESTIGATE. 


The Senate Committee Will Make a Trip to 
Chinatown. 

New York, June 5.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Times says: ‘It ig 
possible that the entire Senate Commit- 
tee on Immigration, of which Senator 
Hill is chairman, will make a-transcone 
tinental trip this summer: -’Senator 
Squire has urged that an examination 
of the Chinése immigration question be 
made. and that at least a sub-committee 
be sent to the Coast to ascertain the 
condition of the Chinese in California, 
and possibly Oregon and Washington. 
Some members of the committee favor 
going ina body to San Francisco and 
attempting to find out by personal in- 
spection what sort of people the Chinar 
men are.’’

DARING BANDITS. 


Six Men With Drawn Winchesters Kob an 
Arkansas Dank. 

Littts Rock (Ark.,) June 5.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A special to the 
Gazette from Bentonville, Ark., says: 
‘This town was thrown into the wildest 
excitement at 3.o'clock this afternoon 
by a band of six robbers rushing in, 
and, with drawn Winchesters, robbing 


the People's Bank of ail _ its 
gold and currency, amounting to 
aboat $10,000. They came into 


the town by a back allev and left one of 
their number to hold their horses 
while they went to the bank 
and with pointed guns compelied 
the cashier to hand outthe cash. Two 
stood atthe door and fired at every 
man who showedhis head. The citi- 
zens, however, as soonas possible, got 
what arms they could and commenced 
a fusilade on the robbers, finally 
wounding two of them, but to what ex- 
tentis not known. Threecitizens were 
wounded inthe fight: George J. Jack- 
son, a slight wound in the head; Tom 
Baker, a slight wound in the chin; and 
Taylor Stone, shot in the groin, who 
may die.*. When, the robbers left they 
compelled some of the bank officials to 
go before and behind them in order to 
protect themselves from the citizens. 
The Sheriff with a posse started in pur- 
suit immediately, and at last accounts 
Was only a quarter of a mile behind 
them. it is expected they will be cap- 
tured, but itis not probable that they 
will give up without hard fighting. It 
is supposed they are making for the In- 
dian Territory, as they are traveling in 
that direction. _Another special from 
Rogers, Ark.. says a skirmish be- 
tween the Sheriff's posse and the ban- 
dits took place about four miles west of 
Bentonville, but gives no- particulars.”

RECIPROCITY CONVENTION. 


The Spirit of James &. Biaine Goes 


Marching on. 
Sr. Pavr,, June 6.--| By the Associ- 
ated Press.] This afternoon Hon. P. 
ik Kelly called the second Interna- 


tional Reciprocity Convention to order 
here, with between three and four hun- 
dred deiegates present. As many more 
are expected by tomorrow. The pro- 
moters of the convention seek to avoid 
the appearance of any political bias in 
their deliberations, the object being 
purely commercial. The call for the 
convention recites the advantage of 
reciprocity with Canada and the mate- 
rial development and mutual advantage 
to be derived from a deep waterway to 


the ocean from Lake Superior to tide- } 


water. 

Mr. Kelly introduced ex-Gov. Burke 
of North Dakota as chairman, he having 
been chosen at the last convention. 
The Governor, in his address, said: ‘‘The 
reciprocity apostles do not come beg- 
ging for favors nor advantages. They 
demand that their rights shall be ac- 
corded them. The Southwest had been 
cared for by the Government, jetties, 
levees and works of engineering of the 
highest grade having been freely given 
for the improvemeut of commerce of a 
part of the country having but a small 
fraction of our natural advantages. 
We are not chasers after appropria- 
tions, but propose that things to which 
we are justly entitled shall not be 
withheld from us.”’ 

Hon. James Fisher, M. P., of Winni- 
peg in his address expressed, on behalf 
of the Canadian delegates, the wish 
that the reciprocity treaty of 1854 
might be renewed. He gave figuresto 
show that Canada is afar greater mar- 
ket for United States products than for 
English, and that Canada bought mill- 
ions more than it sold to the United 
States. 

Mayor William Henry Eustis of Min- 
neapolis was unanimously chosen tem- 
porary chairman, and, on taking the 
chair, made an eloquent speech on 
freedom of trade between the Dominion 
and the Republic. 

Clarke Bell of Winnipeg, S. A. 
Thompsen of Duluth, D. R. Maginnis of 
Grand Forks and J. H. Beek of St. Paul 
were selected secretaries. 

The Committee on Organization this 
evening selected the following perma- 
manent officers: President, James 
Fisher, M. P., Winnipeg; vice-presi- 
dent, P. H. Kelly of St. Paul; secretar- 
ies, the gentlemen previously named. 


THE INDICTED OFFICIALS. 


The Nebraska Supreme Court Says They , 
are Innocent. 

Owana (Neb.,) June 5,—[By the As- 
sociated Press.|] A special to the Bee 
from Lincoln says the impeached.of- 
ficials have been reinstated, but they- 
hada close call. The Supreme Court 
by a vote of 2 to 1, declared Secretary 
of State Allen, Atty.-Gen. Hastings and 
Commissioner of Public Lands and 
Buildings Humphrey innocent of the 
charges bronght against them by 
the Legislature. Chief Justice Max- 
well was the dissenter. He _ held 
that the three men were guilty 
of misdemeanors in effice and should be 
forever debarred from holding positions 
of trust in the public service. But 
Judges Post and Noval, in their opin- 
ions, acquitted the accused of any in- 
tention of wrongdoing, and thus re- 
stored them totheiroffices. The opinion 
is very lengthy. Judge Maxwell, in his 
dissenting opinion, finds that ‘‘the 
charges are well taken and should be 
sustained. Itherefore vote guilty as 
charged. 1 find that the result of the 
decision, if adhered to, will be to open 
the door to the grossest frauds in the 
public institutions of the State. A num- 
ber of witnesses for the State testified 
asifthey were under constraint, and 
there seemed to be powerful influences 
affecting some of them aside from the 
immediate friends of respondents, who 
were at work in their favor. The re- 
spondents are, of course, not respon- 
sible for these influences, but it is my 
duty to mention them.”’ 

The court sustains the plea of non- 
jw&sdiction in the cases of ex-Treasurer 
Hill. ex-Atty.-Gen. Leese and ex-Auditor 
Benton. 


T. JEFFERSON COOLIDGE. 


The Ex-Minister Taiks About the Bering 
Sea Tribunal. 

New York, June 5.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] T. Jefferson Coolidge, ex- 
Minister to France, arrived in New York 
yesterday and started this morning for 
his home in Boston. In regard to the 
Bering Seatribunal he said it could 
hardly be improved upon. In order to 
decide in our favor the tribunal will 
have to lay down some new principles 
of international law, ,and there is a 
very fair prospect of their doing this. 
Any new law formulated by them would 
undoubtedly be approved by all the 
nations interested, Eveniftiey should 
decide against the United States they 
will probably devise some means such 
as a closed season, for instance, by 
which sealscanbe protected and pre- 
served. The arguments will soon be 
tinished, then consideration will begin. | 
If there should be a _ disagreement 
time will have to be granted for the 
preparation of a minority report, or 
further information might be called for.. 
For this reason a decision can Jardly 
be rendered for several weeks yet.

San Francisco, June 5.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The California Base- 
ball League was reorganized today by 
the forced retirement of the old officers, 
and the election of new ones as follows:

Outside man- 
agers did not hesitate to point out in 
what particulars they considered the 
old management lacking, and they 
announced their determination to have 
things conducted on somewhat different 
plans in future. ‘‘We must create and 
keep alive the impression that 
games are genuine, not faked,’’ de- 
clared Manager Lindley. ‘‘We must 
arouse enthusiasm of the local fol- 
lowers of each club.

Nelson of Minnesota, in accord- 
ance with the terms of a resolution 
passed by the Legislature of his State, 
to take action toward putticg a stop to 
the formation of trusts and combina- 
tions in this country, met here today. 
Thirty-four States responded to Gov.

The Committee on Nomi- 
nations recommended Gov. Nelson for 
permanent chairmanand E. S. Maney 
of Washington for secretary. Ignatius 
Donnelly has a series of resolutions de- 
claiming against trusts, which he will 
ask the convention to adopt.

Flectricity in the Water Pipes, 

Some time ago we called attention to 
the disastrous effects of electricity es- 
caping from the return wires of the elec- 
tric railway and permeating the water 
pipes beneath or in close proximity to 
the tracks. Specimens of iron and lead 
pipe were brought us which had been 
eaten through in numerous places. The 
iron pipe had been in the ground only 
five months, but it was oxidized as much 
as though it had seen twenty-five years 
of average service. In commenting on 

the matter we expressed the opinion 
that this unusual wear and tear was due 
toelectrolysis and was attributable to 
the leakage of electricity from the un- 
derground wires, the current permeating 
the earth and finding its way to the iron 
pipes as the best conductor. We stated 
that thesame difficulties would probably 
befoundin other cities where similar 
conditions obtain, and that this electro- 
lytic action on pipes would probably 
prove a matter of great and general 
interest, Ourarticle came to the at- 
tention of the Street Railway Review 
of Chicago, and the editor wrote for 
full particulars, and secured photo- 
graphs of the demoralized pipes for 
illustration in his magazine. « 

Meanwhile the subject is coming to 
the fore in other cities, and is beginning 
to elicit much discussion in the techni- 
cal papers. The May number of the 
Street Railway Review contains an 
abstract of a paper read before the 
New England Waterworks Association 
by C. H. Morse, Inspector of Wires, 
Cambridge, Mass., on ‘‘Electrolysis of 
Water Pipes,’’ which brings out several 
new points inthe investigation, Mr. 
Morse says: 

When the [Cambridge] railroad com- 
pany put in their power plant, they ran 
large numbers of feeders, as we 
callthem, and one wire between the 
rails, and attached the two rails to this 
return wire so that the current would 
go to the car through the motor wheels, 
to the rails, and get along as best it 
could to thestation. This became very 
soon an uncertain path, as it was found 
that electrolytic action took place upon 
this wire and it disappeared in ,places, 
They thought at first that it was due to 
something in the soil, but it was very 
soon traced to the same enemy which 
you have to contend with, that is 
electrolytic action. I remember the 
practical experience we had with these 
@ead rails, as we callthem. When this 
wire was eaten off and a car came on to 
that section, if by chance vou placedone 
foot upon the rail and another upon the 
ground near it, shocks could be obtained. 
That happened simply in this way: The 
current must go back to the station, 
and it would take to the rail, which was 
not well grounded, would go up one leg 
of the man who stood on the rail and 
down the other to the earth, especially 
if the earth was a little moist. The ef- 
fect was so great that the West End 
Railroad Company made a complete 
change and reversed theconditions.. . . 
That is, they attached the other pole to 
the earth to remedy this difficulty, and 
instead of sending the current out over 
the feeders, they commenced to force it 

out through the ground, have it go up 
through the cars and back through the 
feeders. 

Mr. Nevohs and I went to the differ- 
ent places where we had traced these 
difficulties, and found that lead pipes 
had disappeared in ashort space of 
time, some even in six or eight weeks. 
Zron pipes had been tried with the 
same result, also galvanized iron; brass 
pipe had been put in and deterioration 
was noticed at once. Rustless iron 
was tried and itdid rust decidedly. 
Well, it was not the work of any mys- 
terious agent, but was the result of 
what almost all of vou have seen in 
school experiments; that is, the decom- 

ition of water. The current left the 

est End power-house at East Cam- 
»bridge, it flowed through the ground, 
and, of course, divided according to the 
resistance, and took to whatever 
conductor came in its way. It 
took to the rails, the water pipes 
and gas pipes. Now we get no 
action except at what we call the 
positive pole. That is where the cur- 
rent is flowing out of the pipes; where 

_ it takes to the pipe there is no action. 
The current flowed along on the pipes, 
and in this particular case it got down 
onto Bridge street, which is near 
Charles River, and flowed along our 
my pipes on the wharves, and here 
it had to get across the river to propel 
the carsin Boston. Where it left those 
pipes action took place. | 

Mr. Morse goes onto state that the 

_loss from this leakage was not confined 
to the destruction of pipes, but that the 
electric company (sustained heavy loss 
of power, amounting to fromg25 to 45 
volts out of a maximum pressure of 500 
volts. He estimated the loss of power 
in another instance at about 20 per 
cent.

Itseems tous there isa better way 


than that, and it is embodied in our ar- 
ticle of a few weeks ago. Do not re- 
verse the current, but let it flow out 
over the wires as originally. Then 
connect the water mains with Wires, 
and lead these to the dynamo in the 
power-house. That will furnish a path 
for the current, without wrenching it 
violently from the pipes, so to speak. 
It does not harm the pipes to conduct 
the electricity, but where the current 
breaks away from them, there the dam- 
age isdone. Furnish a good conductor 
for it to leave on, and the mischief will 
be obviated. As yet, the gas pipes in 
Los Angeles have not been attacked, 
so far as we have learned. If they 
should be, the remedy lies in the same 


direction.

Tae disastrous fire which occurred in 
Omaha, a few days ago, seems to be a 
case in support of our theory that 
meteorological disturbances may have 
something.to do with such casualties. 
While a violent storm was raging, 
accompanied by a deluge of rain, high 
wind and electrical manifestations, 
suddenly flames burst from the fourth 
floor of a large building occupied by a 
furniture establishment. The loss 
amounted to a quarter of a million 
dollars, and three or four lives were 
sacrificed. Nothing is said about the 
origin of the fire, and it probably rates 
as ‘“‘mysterious.’’ Everybody knows 
that there is such a thing as spontane- 
ous combustion; that rags and other 
refuse soaked in oil, turpentine or 
varnish are very apt to generate it at a 
certain temperature. Such _ refuse 
would very probably be kept in a furni- 
ture establishment, and the question 
arises, if the atmosphere was charged 
with electricity to an unusual degree 
may not this have superinduced sponta- 
neous combustion? The subject is 
worthy the most careful investigation 
of scientists. It would pay insurance 
companies to have it looked up, If 
great fires are sometimes started in 
that way we should know it, and then 
precautionary measures can be taken. 


A Popvc.ist convention is to be held 
in Lincoln, Neb., this month, to pro- 
mote the project of a State railroad 
from Bismarck, N.D., to Gelveston or 
some other point on the Gulf of Mexico.

Purchase of the Headworks Site 


Decided Upou. 


A Vigorous Protest Against the Deal 
by President Teed 


‘On the Ground That the Price Asked 
is Excessive. 


And That the Land Should Be Acquired 
by Condemnation—A Kick in Regard 
to the Public Printing—Gen- 
eral Routine Business 


The City Council met as usual vester- 
day morning, with all the members 
present except Mr. Nickell. 

The reports of the City Tax and Li- 
cense Collector and of the City Clerk 
were reccived and filed. 

The manager of the Free Labor Bu- 
reau reported for the past week that 
there had been 156 applications re- 


ceived and 141 positions secured. 
Filed. 


CITY CLERK’S REPORT. 
The City Clerk reported the_follow- 


g: 

On June 3, 1893, Theodore Summerland 
notified me in writing fg answer to my com. 
munication, stating ttat the franchise for 
an electric road om Pasadena avenue and 
Workman street had been awarded to him, 
that the parties he represented had decided 
not to accept the terms and conditions of 
the said franchise. His Communication is 
herewith submitted. On motion the com. 
munication was filed and Mr. Summerland's 
$100 certified check forfeited. 

On June 3, 1893, the proprictors of the 
Los Angeles Daily Herald declined to ac- 
cept from me any more city advertising 
under their contract, alleging that the 
same had been broken by the city by its 
failure to pay the bill for May advertising 
on the Ist day of June. . 

Later in the day the business manager 
accepted two advertisements, but notified 
me thatinthe future none* would be ac- 
cepted except upona distinct understand- 
ing thatthey were to be paid for atthe 
regular commercial rates. 

I ask for instructions as to shall 
proceed in thi§-matter. 

On motion Col. J. J. Ayers, one of the 
managers of the. Herald, was heard. 
He said that it was an important mat- 
tertohis firm that the: money due it 
should be paid on the first of each 
month. In one case the bill had run 
over into the next month. ‘ 

“The City Clerk explained that when 
the contract for the advertising was 
let it had been -the understanding that 
the publication of street notices need 
not be paid for as soon as some of the 
other advertisements, He had worked- 
on Sunday in two> or three instances at 
checking the bills so that the payment 
might not be delayed. 

Col. Ayres said that his firm would be 
satisfied if the bills were to be paid on

Councilmen Innes and Strohm said 
they thought the city should patronize

Councilman Rhodes said that if the 
Moloney wagon were a better one it 
was strange that the Fire Commissioners 
who were experienced firemen, should 
not have made a recommendation in 
favor of it.

pay to them $30,000 therefor, said 
money to be paid only in case the City 
Attorney report favorably upon titles 
and approve the form of deeds. — 

Councilman Strohm took the chair 
and President Teed asked where the 
$30,000 was to come from. 

He was informed that a demand for 
that amount had been read at the morn- 
ing session. He. said that he did not 
hear it and supposed that no demand 
for so large an amount would be voted 
on with the other demands, 

President Teed further said he was in 
favor of obtaining the land for head- 
works, but from what he had learned 
within a few days he believed the price 
was too high. Hedid notthink it worth 
that amount. 

Councilman Munson said that if the 
Council were to advertise for bids that 
quantity of land could be secured from 
a “number of places for less money, 
Land, however, was not what the city 
was after. It was the water. The 
committee had made every effort to se- 
cure the tract fora less price. If any 
one could purchase it at a lower figure 
then he would be glad to have it done. 

President Teed said that he believed 
the land could be secured by condemna- 
tion proceedings. If it were to be gotin 
that wav, even at an expense of $40,- 
000, nobody could say a word against 
it. If the city could get the land for 
$15,000 then so much the better. 

Councilman Innes said there was no 
time to be lost. If condemnation pro- 
ceedings were to be resorted to,” it 
would probably take two or three years 
to secure it. Again, if such a course 
were to be taken the city would be at 
the mercy of the City Water Company. 
The citizens were in sympathy with the 
Councilin the course that body was 
taking. It was only the water com- 
pany that was fighting the move. If 
the city did not secure its own water- 
works it would be more than probable 
that in five years from now the city 
would have to buy the company’s works 
ata price equal to several times their 
value. 

Councilman Munson spoke again at 
some length.

‘AW YUNG IN JAIL. 


First Arrest in California Under 
the Geary Act. 


The Heathen a Cosk in a Sécond- 
street Restaurant. 


Clause of the Law Under Which the 
Arrest Was Made, 


Instructions Received by District Attor- 
ney Denis from Washington—A 
Number of Other Complaints 
Sworo Out. 


_ Ah Yung, a mild-eyed Chinese cook, 
enjoys the reputation, unenviable as it 
may be to him, of being the first un- 
fortunate in California to be arrested 
under the provisions of the Geary act. 

In response to his dispatch for advice, 
United States District Attorney Denis 
received yesterday afternoon, from the 
Attorney-General at Washington, a 
lengthy message on the subject of the 
Geary law and the points involved, 
which have been brought up by the 
filing of acomplaiut and the issuance 
of a warrant for the arrest of a China- 
man alleged to have gained admittance 
to United States territory by unlawful 
means. As it very well known, the 
Geary Act embodies, in a series of 
clauses, the former laws existing reia- 
tive to the admission of Chinese and 
the qualifications necessary to teeir be- 
coming residents, and, in addition to all 
of these, the registration clause 
is appended, upon which has hinged the 
whole controversy astothe validity of 
the act. The Federated Trades made 
their first move by filing sixteen afil- 
davits to the effect that there werea 
number of cooks in the city without 
certificates of registration, and asking 
that warrants be issued for their ar- 
rest. Finding that such a proceeding 
moved but slowly, they began more 
cantiously by offering a single com- 
plaint, setting forth charges, which 
come under one of the other sections of 
the law, against a Chinese cook. The 
warrant was at once issued on this com- 
plaint, and placed in United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Denis's hands. Before 
acting upon it Mr. Denis telegraphed to 
Washington, as above noted, for ad- 
vice. 

To a reporter yesterday Mr. Denis 
stated that the entire contents of the 
reply were not of intereSt to the public, 
being simply in the way of judiciary 
points for submission to the gourt, but 
that the gist of the whole was that the 
instructions previously sent out sug- 
gesting that no movement be taken at 
present to enforce the law, except by 
order of court, were intended to apply 
to the registration clause particularly, 
and would not hinder the carrying out 
of provisions previously in force. 

Upon receipt of this opinion the 
warrant was promptly given to the 
United States Marshal for service. 

On this first complaint will probably 
rest the test case, and a conviction on 
the charge makes the defendant liable 
to punishment as provided in sectton 4 
of the law, which reads as follows: 

That anv such Chinese person, sor person 
of Chinese descent, convicted and adjudged 
to be not lawfully entitled to be or remain 
in the United States shall be imprisoned at 
hard labor fora period of not exceeding 
one year, and thereafter removed from the 
United States as heréinbefore provided. - 

The deputy marshal, in whose hands 
the warrant issued was placed, started 
out yesterday afternoon to look for the 
Celestial named in the document, and 
found his man in a Second street 
restaurant at about §:30 o'clock. The 
Chinaman’s name was Ah Yung. When 
the party entered the eating-house 
where Yung is employed as acook, the 
proprietor ordered F. H. Cromwell, 
who swore to the complaint, out of the 
room, and, upon that individual seem- 
ing disinclined to obey the orders, 
made a motion, so it is re- 
ported, to strike him over the 
head with a plate. The deputy mar- 
shal interfered and the arrest was then 
|made. Poor Ah Yung did not know. 
the meaning of all the trouble, and 
when told that he would have to go to 
jail looked wildly around in dismay, at 
a loss to comprehend what crime he 
had committed to make him subject to 
arrest. When he found that the officers 
were in earnest, he broke out crying 
and continued this demonstration all 
the way to the County Jail, where he 
was locked up in the United States cell. 

Upon the outcome of this one case 
undoubtedly depends the course which 
the labor organizations will take in the 
future in reference to pushing the pros- 
ecution of the Chinamen. Nineteen 
other complaints were filed with United 
States Commissioner Van Dyke last 
evening against as many different Mon- 
golians, but no warrants have as yet 
been issued upon them. In order to in- 
volve all classes of Chinese in the test 
the complaints have named in them 
cooks, cigar-makers and highbinders, 
all of whom, it is claimed, are not le- 
gally entitled to remain in the United 
States.

The Domestic Woes of the Cap- 
padona Family. 


Judge Shaw Refuses to Grant the 
Wife a Divorce. 


The Charges of Threats Against Otto 
Bencheutz Dismissed. 


Opiaions by Judges Wade and Van 
Dyke in Cases of General Interest — 
John Bright Released on 
Habeas Corpus. 


A. Cappadona, an unassuming Italian, 
was defendant in 4 divorce suit which 
was heard in Judge Shaw’s'court yester- 
day. The plaintiff, Mrs. A. S. Cappa- 
dona, attired in a calico gown and 
wearing an expression of anything but 
serenity on her sunburned face, sat 
back in the courtroom among the few 
interested spectators who had gathered 
to hear the outcome of the family 
disagreement. Mrs. Cappadona was 
smali and could hardly be seenin her 
secluded position, but she managed to 
make herselfsheard at various intervals 
when the testimony of the witnesses 

. was not to her liking, and at such times 
ave vent to a torrent of unintelligible 
talian phrases. Her interruptions 

became so frequent that the deputy 
sheriff was miore than once called upon 
to quiet her, which he did by threaten 
ing to put herut of the room if she did 
not preserve adue and becoming silence 
during the proceedings of the court. 

The story of the domestic life of the 
Cappadona family was anything buta 
bright one. ‘he couple were married 
some three years ago, after an acquain- 
tanceship of considerable intimacy. 
Mr. Cappadona plied his vocation as 
fruit-dealer and provided as best he 
could for the wants of his little house- 
hold, but the wife was dissatisfied, 


and they lived together very 
unhappily. Witnesses testified on 
the stand that Cappadona_ had 


done all that he could, apparently, to 
make the life of his wife a pleasant 
one, but that she had left him fre- 
quently, claiming that he was mean, 
ugly and old, and that she intended to 
get a divorce and marry a more lovable 
Italian, who wasa fish-monger up on 
Main street. 

When this last statement was made 
Mrs. Cappadona became furious, and 
when she was allowed to take the stand 
she said, without mincing words, that 
the former witness was a liar. 

The plea of the plaintiff was that 
Cappadona had not provided sufficient 
food and other necessities to supply 
her wants and had otherwise mal- 
treated her, although it was shown that 


the little four-year-old boy had always- 


been in the custody of the father and 
had received care and attention at the 
latter’s hands. It also appeared that 
the child had been born some time be- 
fore the marriage of the two, and at 
the close of the case, on this basis, the 
Judge did not believe that the catse 
was established, remarking with a 
smile that he hardly saw the need of a 
divorce. The case was, therefore, dis- 
missed and the defendant in high spir- 
its left the courtroom with a crowd of 
friends, leaving his angry wife to fol- 
low behind, wildly declaiming with 
many gestures against the perfidy of 
man. 

So the fish-monger is probably safe 
from designs looking toward matrimony 
for the present. : 

A QUESTION OF JURISDICTION. 

Judge Van Dyke yesterday rendered 
his decision in the case of George H. 
Emery vs. Espen Simonson and Ben- 
getta Simonson. The action was upon 
a judgment in South Dakota, and sep- 
parate answers were filed by the de- 
fendants named: Espen Simonson al- 
leged that he never was served with 
process or appeared in the action, and 
that the court in which the judgment 
was rendered never acquired jurisdic- 
tion. A-transcript of the judgment roll 
showed that the action was commenced 
on February 8, 1890,in the Circuit 
Court of Lawrence county, South Da- 
kota, while the returns of the Sheriff 
_ showed that Espen Simonson had been 
served with summons through his wife. 
Judge Van Dyke held thatthe judgment 
roll of South Dakota did not con- 
tain any answer, demurrer or writ- 
ten notice of appearance either 
by defendant Espen or by the 
attorney for him. There being no is- 
sue to be tried inthe case, the recital 
in the judgment of appearances by the 
defendant was unauthorized. Further, 
that whena final judgment has been 
recovered against a person in a court 
of one State and an action is brought 
on that judgment in the court of an- 
other State, the question of the former 
tribunal’s jurisdiction of the person 
sued is open to inquiry and adjudica- 
tion in the latter court, but where the 
tribunal of the sister State whose judg- 
men¥is set up has acquired jurisdiction 
of the person of the defendant against 
whom it has rendered judgment, its 
adjudication of the merits of the con- 
troversy is conclusive upon the courts 
of a sister State. That the de- 

cisions of the Supreme Court of 
the United States are so numerous 
to this effect, and the principle so gen- 
erally recognized that it was hardly 
necessary to recite authorities. Krom 
the judgment-roll itself, therefore, it 
appeared that the defendant, Espen 
Simonson, was not served with process, 
and did not voluntarily appear in the 
case, and, consequently, the court had 
.00 jurisdiction of his person, and a 
judgment obtained under such circum- 
stances wofild have no effect outséde 
the State in which it, was rendered, 
The other defendant, having been per- 
sonally served, would be bound by the 
judgment, and whatever defense she 
might have had to the action should 
lave been set upintbat case. Having 
bai her day in-court, the matters 
‘therein determined could not again be 
agitated. The defendant Espen Simon- 
son was, therefore, entitled to judg- 
ment for his-costs and the plaintiff to 
judgment against. the other defendant. 
It was so ordered. F 

ON GROUNDS OF CRUELTY. 

Mrs. M. A. Bunger is not compelled 
to share the house of J. F. Bunger any 
longer as his wife, tor Judge Smith 


yesterday granted her prayer for a di- | 


vorce and made the separation a legal 
ope. The case is exceptional, so much 
so that in rendering his decision the 
Court also filed an opinion covering the 
causes set forth. In that opinion he 
declares that the proof makes a case of 
extreme cruelty, fur which the plaintiff 
is entitled toa decree of divorce. As 
to the division of the property, it ap- 
peared from the evidence that the 
realty in question was purchased by the 
joint earnings of husband and wife, and 
was therefore community property; 
but the defendant conveyed the same to 
- the plaintiff by deed of giff; which 

made it her separate propel. The 

husband had a perfect right to convey 
lands to his wife, but when he did so 
the property became the separate prop- 
erty of nis wife, at least so far as his 
tights were concerned, for if it should 
still remain community property then 
the deed would be a nullity and alto- 
yether meaningless. The law was, and 
b¢ Supreme Court had ever held, that 


. resolution of intention so to do, 


when one spouse conveyed community 

property to the other it changes the 

status of such property and all claim of 

rights to itis passed by the grantor’s 

deed, which would operate the same as 

adeed to a stranger, and the only 

question that possibly could arise in the 

case would be as to fraud, undue influ-. 
ence, or some fact or facts that would 

void the deed. Nothing of the kind 

was proven in this case, andthere were 
no allegations in the pleadings on which 

to base such proof. The counsel 
for the defendant contended that 
it was recited in the deed that it wasa 
gift, and not true that the defendant 

did not so intend, but nothing was said 

or done at the time of the conveyance 
by kim upon which to predicate such a 

fact. The defendant did not even let 
plaintif know he had deeded the prop- 
erty to her until after he had recorded 
the deeds. So adecree of divorce was 
awarded and the defendant ordered to 
take the-personal property now in his 
possession and one bedand bedding, the 
plaintif? to have the household and 
kitchen furniture. 

SUSTAINED THE DEMURRER. 

The case of White vs. Harris, a suit 
for assessment of cost of constructing a 
sewer under the provisions of the stat- 
‘ute known asthe Vrooman act, came 
up in Department Three some weeks 
ago fortrial. The action was brought 
to compel the payment of the assess- 
ment, and the defendant demurred to 
the complaint on the grounds that the 
Street Superintendent failed to fix the 
time for the commencement of the 
work, that there is no allegation of the 
posting as‘well as publication pre- 
scribed by section 3 of the act, and 
also on other grounds. The Court was 
of the opinion that the first objection 
was insufficient in itself to support a 
general demurrer, but admitted that_ 
the second was more serious. It was 
the absence of any allegation of post- 
ing of the resolution that was com- 
plained of. The language of the stat- 
ute was that, before ordering any 
work done or improvements made, 
the City Council should pass a 
which 
should be published and posted in due 
order. The plaintiff contended that, for 
the reason that the section referred to 
for the manner of publication in certain 
instances, the alternative provisions 
would be in control in construing the 
section in which publication and post- 
ing was prescribed. On this point the 
Judge held that if the rule was adopted 
it might do away with all posting in 
cities where newspapers were pub- 
lished, but he failed to see how the 
mere incorporation of* the provi- 
sions of section 84, which pre- 
scribe the manner in which either 
publication of posting is to. be made, 
could be construed to dispense ‘with 
either of the jurisdictional requisites. 
Posting of the resolution of intention 
was quite as essential in — this 
case as publication. ‘fhe defendant ob- 
jected in the fourth instance that 
the mode of payment for sewer con- 
struction must either be by districc as- 
sessment or out of the street contingent 
fund, while the plaintif?’ contended 
that the Council might resort to either 
of those methods or collect on the front- 
age plan. If the section referred to 
stood alone, so far as any reference to 
sewers was concerned, there could be 
no doubt whatever that the discretion- 
ary authority of the Council was limited 


‘to the two methods of payment therein 


mentioned. Assessment by frontage 
would seem to be notably inapt for the 
purpose. of paying the expense of con- 
structingasewer. The rule would seem 
to be almost universal that one would’ 
have egress to and from hislot by means 
of the street in front. The rule was 


not mearly so uniform that one 
would discharge his sewage through 
a conduit laid on the _ street 


upon which he fronted. The topogra- 
phy of the ground and many other cir- 
cumstances might include a particular 
lot in an assessment district for a sewer 
laid upon another street, for the reason 
that the lot *‘would be benefited 
therebdy.*’ The probabilities of such 
being the Case were fuily discussed 
when the demurrer was argued. Tak- 
ing all the different sections of the dif- 
ficult statute into consideration, it 
seemed tothe Court that the correct 
interpretation would be that the dis- 
cretion with wuaich the Council is 
clothed isto choose which of the two 
methods it will adopt, the assessment 
in the case Laving been clearly not 
made by districts, nor was there any 
district established, so far as the plead- 
ings showed, the demurrer was sus- 
tained. 
THE BENCHEUTZ CASE. 

Otto G. Bencheutz was not held yes- 
terday on acharge of making threats 
to kill his wife, and therefore Ella V. 
Bencheutz, the wife, whom he had 
sworn to love and cherish, wept many 
tears. At least it is supposed that such 
was the cause of her grief, for, when 
Justice Bartholomew ordered the case 
dismissed she remained in the court- 
room until ail of the spectators had 
left, drying her eyes and endeavoring 
to choke down the sobs that would rise 
in spite of her effort to remain com- 
posed. It may have been that while 
her husband's release gave her no par- 
ticular pleasure that this was not the 
cause of her sorrow, for perhaps she 
thought that she would be compelled to 
live in further terror of her life in close 
proximity to Bencheutz’s abode. 

There seemed to be much on both 
sides of the case that tendered to in- 
duce domestic disquietude and, while 
it was.not directly contradicted, that 
the husband ever made threats to do 
his wife bodily harm, it was not shown 
that the necessary intent. to carry out 
such designs was manifest. A number 
of police officers and neighbors were 


called as witnesses in the case, when |} 


the attorneys offered their argument, 
and the matter was submitted. The 
evidence being deemed insufficient to 
sustain the charge, the Judge ordered 
accordingly.

Boo Judge Smith yesterday ordered 
that the fad ment of the lower court be 
reversed and the defendant awarded a 
new trial on the ground that he was 
denied a jury trial.

convened at 2 o'clock 
with all the members 
Trustee T. P. 


The City Council 
yesterday afternoon, 
present except Mayor Weed. 
Lukens presided. 

On suspension of the rules on order of 
business, G. A. Gibbs presented a petition 
signed by upward of one pundred and fifty 
voters. asking that ordinance No. 195 be 
enforced, and calling attention to alleged 
violations of the same. On motion the pe. 
tition was referred back to petitioners, 
with the assurance that the Council is do- 
ing all that itcan for the enforcement of 
the ordinance. , 

Capt. Simpson addressed the board in re- 
lation to the protest against the Walnut 
street sewer. On motion, the prayer of the 
protestants was denied. 

Capt. Simpson called the attention of the 
Council to chapter 140 of the laws of the 
late Legislature. providing for the planting 
of shade trees. The matter was discussed 
informally, and went over for further 
light upon the method which would be nec- 
essary in case of an election upon the adop. 
tion of the law. 

Resolution No. 358 ordering the gutter- 
ing and curbing of Raymond avenue from 
Chestnut to V.lla streeig,on both sides of 

e avenue passed. 
No. 218, establishing the 
grade on a portion of Hull street was-read 
a first time. 

The report of the Auditing and Finance 
Committee on the payment of bills aggre. 
gating $558.56 was adopted. 

The request of A. F. Mills for permission 
to move a wooden building was referred to 
the Committee on Fire and Water with 
power to act. 

The request of R. H. Pinney for the 
establishment of the grade for Marengo 
Place was referred back to the petitioner 
and the clerk authorized to inform him 
thatthe contract had never been accepted 
by the city. 
“The petition of SettiGlidden for permis- 
sion to erect a frame kitchen on the 
O'Harra tract was granted. 

City Engineer Sedwick presented a pro- 
file and surveys for grade of Grove street, 
which were adopted, 

The City Engineer also presented specifi. 
cations for 34,825 square feet of cement 
sidewalk to be constructed on both sides of 
Colorado street from Fair Oaks to Lake 
avenues, same to be eight feet in width, 
and surface to be shaded to a dark slate 
cojor. Also specifications for granite and 
cobblestone curbing and cobblestone gut- 
tering along the same street between the 
same points. Specifications in each case 
were adopted.

THE ECHO MOUNTAIN IMPROVEMENTS, 
Through courtesy of Prof. Lowe a TIMES 
representative accompanied C. B. Fair- 
child, editor of the Street Railway Journal 
of New York, upon histour of inspection of 
the present condition of the Pasadena 
Mountain Rallway, which will soon be in- 
viting the public to tour over the firstjsafe, 
quick ascent of a mountain peak that 
Southern California has yet known. 
Although much has been written of what 
.this resortand its agencies represent of 
energy, investment and promise, as weil as 
of the unrivaled beauty of the panorama 
that it spreads before the tourist, the half 
has never been told. To rise over two 
thousand feet without danger or discom. 
fort, inless than twenty minutes—to be 
transported almost inthe time of wishing 
it from the midst of orchards and lawns to 
a commanding mountain peak, from which 
one of the handsomest and most produc- 
tive valleys known to the civilized world 
stretches out at your feet, until it melts 
into miles on miles of ocean beach in the 
foreground and loses itself in arms reach. 
ing out among the hills on either side— 
this alone were miracles a few vears since— 
is the practical miracle of genius and 
electricity today. 

At Mountain Junction a complete electric 
power plant, operated by a fifty horse- 
power Otto gas engine, is the present sup- 
ply of motive force. Asecond engine of 
equal size, and a starter of ten horse-power 
will soon be in place. These willin a few 
months be second to water power, to be ac- 
quired through Pelton wheels operated by 
the ample water head furnished from the 
cafion. . 

To the pavilion, at the foot of the incline, 
a substantial but serpentine road is now in 
operation for freight of materials needed. 
The pavilion is complete as far as the depot 
floor isconcerned. It spans thecafion from 
mountain to mountain, and something like 
half a hundred guest rooms, and a kitchen 
and dining-room are being added in stories 
below, for which there is ample room for 
three, and the lowest still be far above the 
cafon bed. This ‘Glen House’’ hotel idea 
is an afterthought of the general plan, de- 
veloped in response to a well emphasized 
demand. 

Here, too are the two twenty-five horse- 
_power Pelton water-wheels, which will 
drive the dynamo and furnish power to 
operate the incline cable. The cable is in 
place, the machinery readv, and the motive 
power will be in operating condition by the 
end cf this weex. The two cars for the in- 
cline service are on asidetrack at Mountain 
Junction. 

At the summit the Echo Mountain House 
Annex is almost ready for occupancy. The 
main building will go up as soon as the 
lumber for it can be lifted to place, the 
foundation grading having been practically 
completed. 

The amount of work already accom- 
plished is prodigious. The whole result 
‘fairly comes within bounds of the trite ex- 
pression that ‘‘itmust be seen to be appre- 
ciated."’ A small army of men is now, and 
for many months has been, employed in 
Rubio Cafion and onthe work from there 
to the top of Echo Mountain, and the trail 
to the summit has been worn broad and 
deep by the constant travel required for 
the freight work. This trail will be closed 
within the week, as when the road begins 
carrying passengers the danger of falling

Southern Pacitic Right-of-way.

they would not conform to the new law, cs 
it could not be enforced. City Marshal 
Lorbeer broughtsume of them up. Their 
names are as follows: Carl Clapp, clerk at 
Browne & Co.'s drug store, fined $2 for ria- 
ing on the sidewalk on Garey avenue; 
Lloyd Simmons, $3 for riding at night with- 
out a lantern; Walter Moore, $2 for riding 
without a bell; Arthur Hicks, same: Henry 
Crawford, same; Ed Pyles, same; Joseph 
Engle, same, and Ed Parker, $3 for riding 
without a lantern. The young men 
“'fessed up’’ and paid their fines. The 
Judge was very lenient with them, as it 
was their first offense, but informed each 
one if there were any more violations they 
would not get off easy next time. The 
limit is $25 fine and ten days’ imprison- 
ment. :

Formal Organization of the Board 
of Supervisors. 


The Event Celebrated by a Genuine “Love 
of the Officers Sworn 
in and Their Official 
Honds Filod, 


RIVERSIDE. 

After having several: so-called launch- 
ings, Riverside county finally set sail Mon- 
day by the formal and oficial organization 
of the Board of County Supervisors, as re- 
quired by law, and the qualification and 
swearing in of the county officers. The 
first celebration over the launching of the 
new county occurred upon the passage by 
the Legislature of the bill creating the 
county. The second launching blow-out 
was when the bill received the signatyre of 
the Governor. The special election for the 
purpose of approving the act of the Legis- 
lature occurred May 2, and that night an- 
other celebration was had. Yesterday, the 
first Monday of the month succeeding the 
day of election, the final act was taken in 
starting off the ship of State upon the sea 
ef her existence. 

As none of the new offices were fully fin- 
ished and furnished, various rooms in the 
hotel were occupied by part of the county 
officers; and the use of the hotel parlors 
were generously tendered for the use of 
the County Supervisors, and it was here 


that the organization of the county took 
place. 

At precisely 11 o'clock the Supervisors 
were called to order by Supervisor M. 
Hoover of the Second district, temporary 
¢hairman, all being present. and, upon mo- 
tion, A. S. White of the Third district was 
made permanent chairman. The board, 
being organized, upon the suggestion of M. 


J. Daniels, three cheers were given 
for Riverside county. A general love- 
feast followed. in which various citi- 


zens were called upon to speak bricfly. 

A. H. Naftzger was first called, and ex- 
pressed gratification upoa the consumma- 
tion ofthe hopes and wishes of the citi- 
zens of Riverside. He said that it meant 
good governinent and righteous rule all 
over the county. 

M. J. Daniels said that, as the first move- 
ment in its work was in the direction of 
economy, he hoped that it would proceed 
along thesame line. 

J. W. Nance of Perris offered congratu- 
lations and said the people of his recion 
have confidence in and would support the 
board. W.S. Wise of Perris congratulated 
the citizens upon the outiook, . 
that he and the people of his region felt 
that a progressive administration was be- 

J. S. Noves of Riverside, the newly~ 
elected Judge, was received with loud ap- 
plause. lle said the formation of Riterside 
county had been the shibboleth of his as- 
pirations for some time, and hejs happy in 
the accomplishment of the end he had so 
worked for. :

SONTAG AND EVANS. 


Marry Morse is on the Trail of the 
Bandits. 

It appears that the Morse Detective 
Agency of San Francisco is after the 
$11,200 reward for the capture.of 
Sontag and [vans, as will be seen from 
the Call of Sunday: 

The Harry N. Morse Detective Agency 
wants the reward of $11,200 that has been 
offered for the capture of Evans and Son. 
tag, and if the determination and shrewd- 
ness of brave men will accomplish any- 
thing the agency will be successful. . 

Samuel Black, who ashorttime ago was 
filled with shot by Evans and Sontag, is in 
the employ of the Morse Agency and has 
been bunting the outlaws since last Octo- 
ber. Itwas understood that Black's place 
bas been filled and several courageous 
hunters are inclose proximity to the hid- 
ing place of their game. 

Harry N. Morse, the manager of the 
Morse ayrency. yesterday admitted that he 
Wants the reward offered for the capture 
of Evans and Sontag, and Wants it very 
much. He stated that he had sent Black 
into the mountains for the purpose of gath- 
ering information coneerning the~-habits 
and resorts of the outlaws, but it was net 
expected that Black would attempt to effect 
an arrest. 

Black, uptothe time he was shot, had 
furnished reports almost daily to Mr. 
Morse, showing just what Evans and Son- 
tag were doing, their hiding-places, and, 
wtrenever possible, their supposed plans for 
the future. At the time of the recent stage 
robbery Black was hot upon their trail and 
arriveu at the scene of the hold-up about 
thirty minutes after its occurrence. 

The night he was attacked Black knew 
that the outlaws were in the vicinity, and 
had arranged to be at acertain place the 
next morning at 9 o'clock, and he expected 
to follow them. 

Biack was selected for the dangerous task 
of trailing Evans and Sontag because he 
was unknown in that part of the State, and 
it was hoped he would escape suspicton. 

He had only been there a few days, how- 
ever, when it became whispered about that 
he was an officer and after the outlaws. 
Black knew he was suspected, but being a 
fearless officer he did not hesitate to re. 
main, keeping his own counsel with refer- 
ence to his purpose. 

Arrangements had been almost completed 
to send a number of men to the assistance 
of Black and attempt a capture. His re- 
ports were ‘so complete and encovpraging 
that Mr. Morse felt that the time was ripe 
for action. Had not Black been shot this 
would have been done a few days after the 
night of the altack. 

While the work of capturing the men was 
delayed, itis very safe to say that it has 
not been abandoned, but, on the contrary, 
Mr. Morse and his men are more eager than 
ever to bring them to justice.
